"Although defense attorneys are now trying to pin 
down court authorities on the exact date, we have been inform 
that the 'kidnap' trial will be held during the Feb. 17th term 
of Court in MONROE. As soon as we know the day that trial 
will begin, we will immediately notify all chapters. 

"A meeting of attorneys and defendants to establish 
legal strategy and to initiate steps. to unify the two 
committees was held on Jan* 25th. Another such meeting is 
planned for this coming weekend in MONROE. 

"All indications are that the MONROE authorities 
mean to press- for the conviction of the defendants on the 
trumped - up kidnap charges. The MONROE courtroom has been 
the scene of several notorious injustices and many lesser - 
known legal atrocities.

COMMITTEE TO AID THE MONROE DEPENDANTS 



A source advised on May 10, 1962, that the 
Committee to Aid the 1 Monroe Defendants (CAMD) was formed 
during September, 1961 , by the Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP) in New York City. The SWP originally proposed the 
formation of this committee during discussions with various 
left-wing and liberal tendencies and offered a sum of 
money to initiate activities. 



Source advised that the SWP, however, was 
unsuccessful in forming a committee of various tendencies and 
proceeded to organize the CAMD and promote its activities under 
the domination and control of the SWP . 



Source advised that the aims of the CAMD are 
to afford financial support and counsel for ROBERT F. ^ 

WILLIAMS and four other defendants who were involved in a 
racial incident on August 27, 1961, at Monroe, North Carolina. 
The SWP hopes to dramatize this incident nationally and^ _ 
internationally through the CAMD and thus attract individuals 
to the SWP aims and principles by playing a leading role m 
the integration struggle. 



According to the source, the organization and 
impetus of CAMD activities throughout the various parts of the 
United States such as obtaining sponsors and the raising or 
funds, are the results of the efforts of various SWP branches. 

The above source advised on September 6, 1962 , that 
the headquarters of the CAMD is located at 168 West 23rd 
Street, New York City.

MAC ARTHUR had warned against the U.S. getting involved 
in Asian wars.* DAVE DILLINGER announced that ROBERT 
THOMPSON, one of the sponsors of the parade, had died 
that morning, as a result of the injuries he had re- 
ceived while Jailed some'years ago. DIXIE BAYOU, of MPI, 
urged Puerto Ricans not to comply with the Draft. . She 
spoke against U.S. occupation of Puerto Rico and in favor 
of independence in all Latin America. She also expressed 
greetings to the people of Viet Nam in their struggle for 
independence. Following the speakers, there was entertain- 
ment, including a song by Reverend GARY (?) DAY (Negro, who 
is blind, and sings on New York streets) .

There were no incidents of civil disobedience 
observed, and there were no speakers from the SWP and YSA 
at the rally. The only incident of violence, observed 
by the writer, occurred at Fifth Avenue and 88th Street 
when marchers carrying a banner and flag of Cuba passed. 

At this point, some spectators (may have been part of a 
contingency of New York State Young Americans For Freedom) 
broke from behind police barricades and attacked them, but 
order was restored in several minutes. The "Bread and 
Puppets" Theater marchers with distorted puppets angered 
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the crowd at 88th Street , but no violence occurred 
here. 



The SWP and YSA members did not march under 
their organizational names} they marched under "Peace 
Groups" and "Students and Youth" . As far as could be 
seen, they carried no signs.

Since its formation a number of years ago , the Kirk-Kaye 
group has been free to present its views to the ranks of the 
Socialist Workers Party in accordance with all the democratic 
rights traditionally granted to minorities under our Leninist 
organizational principles. As time went by, however, the group 
became less and less willing to abide by those principles. 

Then, on Apri^L 4, 1966, it made formal its split from the party 
which, to a large extent, had already been carried out in prac- 
tice. 



Deserters involved in the split include twenty-two former 
members of. the Seattle branch and three former members-at-large 
in. Connecticut . A v few of them had been in the party since the 
Thirties. These latter defections* reflect the extreme demor- 
alization experienced' by some within our ranks under pressures 
generated by the prolonged period of objective adversity the 
party has undergone. 

In addition to its special ideas, the Kirk-Kaye group 
shares the characteristics typical of various minority forma- 
tions that have appeared within the party in recent times. Each 
of these groupings tended to come forward with a gimmick guar- 
anteed, to work miracles for the party despite adverse objective 
conditions. In every case these minority viewpoints have been 
democratically discussed within the party and then rejected by 
an overwhelming majority of the membership. 

Without exception, minorities of the Kirk-Kaye type have 
reacted to the rejection of their views by predicting disaster 
for the party. New developments, which contravened rather than 
confirmed their views, have been seized upon as a pretext for 
reintroducing their past notions. Old arguments have been 
repeatedly rehashed and demands for "new" discussion raised on 
the. specious ground that the party is. committing ''new" errors. 
Behind all this has lain an obsessive desire to overturn the 
party's program and principles and a tendency, born of ingrown 
factional blindness, to look upon the party as a political 
prison. 

As usually happens in such cases, those who nurse basic 
political differences with the party also tend to develop an 
urge to throw off the normal restrictions imposed upon them by 
the party's organizational concepts. Out of their frustration 
the diverse minorities evolved a common front on one special 
point: their opposition to the principle of majority rule. This 
resulted in brazen claims that an organized minority has the 
unconditional right to determine its own conduct inside the 
party, along with contentions that the majority has no right 
to require a minority to carry out official party policy. 

Enforcement of the basic democratic principle of majority 
rule has been portrayed as a violation of minority rights. 
Refusal to let minorities turn the party into a perpetual talk 
shop has met with charges that t'here is not adequate discussion, 



■tfliat there is no democratic procedure for correcting party 
policy . When called to order for indiscipline and disloyalty, 
an outcry has arisen about bureaucratic persecution. The party 
leadership has been accused of trying to solve political ques- 
tions, by organizational measures* Statements and insinuations 
have been heard that organized minorities are no longer toler- 
ated in the party and that party democracy is being undermined 
by a bureaucratic and apolitical leadership. 

These slanderous and unfounded charges have been intended 
to divert attention from the realities of the internal party 
situation. Behind a smokescreen of double-talk, minorities 
have actually attempted to set themselves up as a party within 
the party , with their own program, and their own discipline . 

More accurately, they have tended* to degenerate into unprin- 
cipled cliques bound together by personal associations. As suefr, 
they find the normal restrictions imposed by the party's program 
and principles increasingly intolerable. They exhibit a strong 
urge to break loose from all party restraint. 

If the party did not stand firm, if it conceded to the 
demands for special license to organized minorities., it would 
negate the Leninist concept of a disciplined party composed of 
loyal members. Organizationally, the party would become con- v 
verted into an all-inclusive federation of autonomous factions. 
Politically, it would be rendered, impotent by perpetual internal 
warfare. 

The party met this latest challenge to its Leninist con- 
^ ad °P^*Sv after a democratic internal discussion, its 
1965 convention resolution on "The Organizational Character of 
the SWP . " That resolution reaffirmed our basic concepts of ’ 
democratic centralism, restating them in face of the current 
specific challenge./ . ' 

As the resolution states, our movement aims to train its 
cadres in the irreconcilable spirit of a combat party. That aim 
requires firmness in political line, unity in action* disci- 
plined conduct in all internal party affairs and unconditional 
loyalty to the party. These are indispensable requirements for 
a party that aspires to lead the workers to victory in a strug- 
gle for political power. To go up against the ruling class in 
the United States, it is imperative that we approach our revolu- 
tionary tasks as one party with one program. - 

Our democratic-centralist norms enable the party to shape 
such a course in a 'free and democratic internal atmosphere. All 
individuals and tendencies have a* full chance to contribute to 
the development of the party and to the shaping of its leading' 
Minority views may be presented -in internal discussion 
at the proper time and in an appropriate manner as determined 
by the party. Once a decision has been made on disputed issues 
a minority may retain its views but must subordinate itself in 
action to the majority. Between conventions authority becomes 



centralized and the party confronts the outside world with a 
single policy, that of the majority. In that way the party main-?* 
tains its role as a revolutionary vanguard. Its character as a 
combat organization is safeguarded. Unity in action is preserved. 
Firmness of political line is assured and the party is enabled 
to maintain its principles unadulterated. 

* 

As a brief sketch of the Kirk-Kaye group's history will 
show, it had long been evolving toward its break with these 
well-established organizational principles which have guided 
our work for more than three decades. The- break resulted from 
deep-going opposition to party theory, program and practice on 
a series of questions. As against 'the party's views, the group 
put forward its own particular line stemming from an incorrect 
theory about the Negro struggle which Kirk first began to 
expound some fifteen years ago. 

Kirk maintains it is a fundamental error for the party to 
advocate self-determination for American Negroes and to recog- 
nize progressive features in black nationalism. He calls this a 
separatist line and an adaptation to the Communist Party's now 
abandoned black-nation program. Kirk mechanically equates self- 
determination as a people with separatism, which he excludes as 
a Negro right, and then extends the fallacy by identifying 
separatism and black nationalism 'as one and the same .thing. From 
these false premises he comes to- the fallacious conclusion that 
black nationalism is reactionary. He then indicts the party for 
alleged capitulation to'- ultra- black nationalism which, in his 
terms, means that the party is ant.i-integrationist . If this ; 
strange logic seems hard to grasp, it is no .more fantastic than 
the gyrations through which the would-be theoretician projects 
his own line for the Negro struggle. 

According to Kirk, a battle for revolutionary integration 
will soon get under way in the South. This Impending revolution- 
ary uprising will break out before the rest of the country has 
reached a comparable stage of radicalization. The Southern 
movement will undertake to overthrow what Kirk terms the fascist*- 
type state regimes in that region. Johnson, who in some unex- 
plained manner has introduced Bonapartist rule over the country, 
will seek to crush the impending Southern revolution. Therefore, 
we are told, the party must call forth a movement outside the. 
South to stay Johnson's hand. It must also launch a campaign to 
encourage . comrades of all ages to go to Mississippi, Alabama 
and Georgia. (Provided, it would seem,, that they are not involved* 
in a national mobilization to support Dick Gregory if he runs 
for mayor of Chicago , as Kirk demanded at the recent plenum of 
the National Committee.) . 

Kirk's line on the Negro question, which would have the 
party rushing simultaneously in all directions, has lohg been • 
discussed in our ranks. As far back as the 1957 party conven- 
tion It was put forward in resolution form, thoroughly discus- 
sed and overwhelmingly rejected. During the next Six years of

By 1963 the Kirk-Kaye group also began to attack party 
ST 011 Chinese question.

Not long thereafter the group entered the final political 
phase of their split from the party by centering their attack 
on party policy in the antiwar movement . "“They denounced our 
antiwar program as reformist. Party comrades were accused of 
acting as right wingers in an alliance with "established peace 
addicts " Our effective fight against the false policies and 
unprincipled maneuvers of the Stalinists' and other political 
opponents was branded sectarian disruption of the antiwar 
united front. Meanwhile the ultraleftist adventurers of Progress . 
sive Labor, along with renegades from our party, were praised 
* 0r .». a ra -ising the political level of. the antiwar move- 

ment. Our young comrades, who carry the main burden of the 
antiwar campaign, were denounced as sectarians, reformists, 
conservatives and any other harsh thing that Kirk-Kaye happened 
to think of. * 

■fs against present party tactics, Kirk-Kaye" advanced an 
impatient, presently unrealizable, demand that the antiwar and 
civil-rights movements be combined forthwith in one united strug**- 

-I-hey denigrated and dismissed, as pacifist the present stage 
oi the struggle against war, through which increasing numbers 
young people are becoming radicalized around the demand to 
Bring the Troops Home Now. In its place they, projected fantasies 
aoouc creating, a "revolutionary" antiwar movement which would 
call upon the National Liberation Front in Vietnam to drive the 
^ t • i^ 0 -, China Sea. Toward that end they acted in close 
political-organizational .collusion with whatever screwballs 

were around. . ■ . '

The appalling results of the * Kirk-ICaye course in Seattle 
neve been eloquently summarized by loyal comrades present when 
the group split from the party. Wherever they probed, the loyal 
comrades found evidence that the whole line of the ICirk-Kaye 
group leads to abstention from the living struggle at its 
present ^ stage of development; that the group is characterized 
•by pessimism and defeatism about the prospects for mass radical— 
ization in the United States; that their verbal flights into 
super-militancy serve to cover a “policy of non-participation 
in the actual processes of mass action. This,' it was found, has 
paused . ohem to fall more and more, out of touch with political 

”k° &®6© n ©£&te into a small, sectarian formation 
With many characteristics of a political cult. 

Such, in general, are the. political features of the Kirk- 
Kaye group,- who have split from the party which they denounce 
as bankrupt in program and principles, and who have set them— 
seives up in Seattle as the "center of revolutionary-socialism" 
in the United States. ^ . 

. J 11 their organizational evolution, the ex-comrades of the 
- r ifc Kay6 Stoup have abandoned Leninist principles. While still 
in the party they sought unconditional autonomy as an organized 
minority in Opposition to the basic democratic principle of 
majority rule.. On one and another pretext, they injected thei-i*

ated agafnst its program, convention decisions and organiza- 
tional principles. When the group split, a loyal comrade tried 
to impress upon one of them the seriousness of leaving the party? 
She replied that she would never, have joined the party if it 
hadn't been for the Kirk-Kaye tendency. In, fact she had joined 
the tendency and not the party". ' . 



; During internal party discussions Kirk-Kaye put their line" 
uo vote in the Seattle branch at the start of tfte discussion, 
aiming to commit the party branch in advance to their vfews and ’ 
to close everybody’s minds to any contrary opinions. Kirkr-Kaye- 
documents were submitted for party discussion in the •name of' 
the branch, an undemocratic action that is contrary to party 
discussion procedure. This was done behind a smokescreen of 
slanderous charges that the party has become '"undemocratic" end 
bureaucratic." It was ‘a case of factionalism gone mad* 

This was evident in all spheres of party work* Even before 
l>he Kirk-Kaye. split, the Seattle branch had made only token 
distribution of our press. There were few individual subscript 
tlons in the area, bundle orders were very small, and payment- 
for what was ordered lagged far behind. The branch did not tak© 
out a single subscription to World Outlook . Little general 
literature. was ordered and not ail of ' that was paid' for. The 
small branch pledge to the party's monthly sustaining fund had 
fallen, more than a year in arrears. Wo dues payments whatever ■ 
had been sent to the party's national office since last year. 
These defaults signified that the branch had developed a" deadly 
internal sickness , causing it to degenerate . 

Still another violation of loyal organizational conduct 
was committed by Kirk-Kaye in their attack on party policy in,"' 
the antiwar movement. Kirk opened the attack last December 
through a letter to the Political Committee. Copies of the .let- 
ter were immediately distributed from Seattle to a select list 
©f people inside and outside the party. A member of the group 
went to a neighboring branch of a co-thinkers' organization where ' 
he gave copies of the letter to some individuals. Carried out 
behind the backs of the officially-elected leadership of that 
organization, this was a flat violation of party policy con—. ' 
cerning fraternal-. relations with co-thinkers. As far back as - 



1953 such practices had heen specifically denounced by the pa^tjp, 
and the reasons for the party's views on the subject were • 
explained at the time in a speech by Comrade Cannon on "Interfi^«t 
tionalism and the SWP." . 

The co-thinkers' national leadership sent our* party a^ ■ •' 
formal protest, taking the strongest exception to the way in ' 
which the Kirk letter had been .injected into their organization^ 
Attention was called to the co-thinkers' right. bo decide for 
themselves what material is to be circulated in their movement 
and when it will be circulated .Our party was asked to take appro,? 
priate action to see that such a violation of their rights 
not happen again. • ' 

Kirk was notified by the PC that the whole matter would, . 
placed on the agenda of the February, 1966, plenum of the 
National Committee. At the plenum he was given full opportunity . 
to explain why he had allowed his letter tc> be used in tjis mifyir 
ner described, and after listening to him the National Committee . 
made its decision. Kirk was censured for his .violation of part^f 
rules and procedures and warned that any repetition wot-ld l.eacjt 
to more drastic disciplinary action* If the plenum had done, any 
less, it would have defaulted on its obligations to the patty. 

Even this mild disciplinary action was too much for tjie- 
thoroughly disloyal Kirk-Kaye group. It soon became, apparent , 
from evidence that chanced to f.all into the hands of loyal com^ 
rades , that they had set out to organize the biggest possible 
split from the party. The decision was made at a Seattle caucjp^ 
meeting, but the open break was delayed for tactical reasons .• : \ 
Through surreptitious letters and personal visits, in which- 
false claims were made that the party was driving them away , 
efforts were made to broaden the split beyond the . Kirk-Kaye . .. i 

group*- While trying to keep loyal party comrades in the dark^ 
about their scheme., they made others, including the Progressive 
Labor Maoists, aware of the split perspective .- In fact, Kirk- 
Kaye acted in collusion with such types in a parallel scheme 
split the revolutionary-socialist youth movement and set up ■ a 
rival youth organization. Finally,- their real aims came out 
into the open when the group formally resigned from what they 
termed "the stifling, narrow and mechanistic confines of the 
party." / • ”, . 

These splitters, who long ago ceased- to be loyal party 
.builders, can no longer be regarded as part of. our movement. . 

They are free to apply their program and methods as tbey choose , 
but not in the name of the Socialist Workers Party. Kirk and * 
company are now; functioning as avowed opponents of our m9 v cment 
and they are to be treated as such by all party member^ » Vo 
v;ill grant them no territorial franchises, in Seattle or elsey 
where . . •

Both relatives believed in the innocence of 
their boys, protesting that their youths refused to 
take pleas of guilty - even with the offer of lighter 
sentences - 1-5 years with a possible tern of three 
years in actuality. 

Topic: The Torture of Mothers 

The Chairman - called the standees at the 
Forum to take seats, remarking that meetings would 
start sooner in the future, he also welcomed all to the 
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Militant Labor Forum,_ he mentioned MR. KELSON as 
author of a book, the subject of the evening's 
talk, the Torture of Mothers . (The paperback book 
is published by Garrison Press, 401 Broadway, N.Y., 

N.Y., but printed in Massachusetts.) 

TRUMAN NELSON, speaker, presented the "Fruit 
Riot Case" at some length - with rolling organges, 
boys accused of stealing fruit, beating by police, the 
loss of one eye by a salesman who sold nylons and other 
items in the neighborhood. He mentioned that he was a 
" revolutionist " 1 that this civilization, in his view, 
"cannot be and is not worth reforming, but that 
something has to be done about it pretty soon." He 
likened their case, the homicide "murder" charge 
incident as more dramatic than the Scottsboro Case. 

He quoted from a Supreme Court Justice statement, attrib- 
uted by him to Judge :i HAINEY n (? not spelled) in effect 
that whites do not have to extend to Negroes any rights. 

He considered that more violence is discussed at the 
Pentagon than would happen for years in Harlem. The 
New York Times had popularized news that a Harlem gang 
aimed at harming & killing whites at the time of the 
trial. In his view, the N.Y. Times, in giving out 
news was more official than RUSK. 

MRS. SADIE CHANCY - told that on the day 
of the murder, April 29, she had talked on the phone 
with her nephew, the defendant, when he had been at 
a neighbor's home, the time being between quarter to 
four and 10 to four. Afterwards according to the 
case details, "the time" (of murder)^ was changed to 
5 P.M. Both women mentioned that the state appointed 
lawyers urged the defendants (both toys) to plead 
guilty which both did not want to do, both held they 
were innocent. She went to NAACP, also the Legal Aid 
Society, & got no satisfaction. She hopes for better 
results with CONRAD LYNN, and TRUMAN NELSON. She 
received no help from her pastor either. (No denomination 
had been named.) (MRS. THOMAS mentioned no church at 
all.) 
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MRS. MILDRED THOMAS - also claimed her boy 
knew nothing about details of the case_*_ he also said he 
was innocent. Her boy (WALTER THOMAS ) had bought^ 
pigeons which he tended on the roof| hoping to raise 
pigeons. She said he was home at the time the murder 
was committed. 

Both women said that their boys' spirits 
were high in jail regarding themselves blameless.

Topic - Impact of the Anti Vietnam War Campaign® 



JUDY WHITE, speaker, read a prepared statement. 

In this she noted that there had been no similar reaction 
against U,S,A 0 Government action, compared to the present 
anti Vietnam Campaign, in World Wars I & II - because in 
these two wars the American people felt they were overcoming 
the oppressors® The U,S, War against Mexico in the 1950 J s 
did mark some reaction; this was over 100 years ago® 



The pessimistic view by some pacificists was 
treated at some length; she talked with a Boston professor who 
seemed very disillusioned at the propsects for their cause® 
They demonstrated (on a certain named date), but it did not 
prevent the war from escalating. These people saw mostly*”’ 
the enormity of the task before them® 



The other side, the growth of the anti war drive, 
in her view, was given in figures of 25,000 about a year ago 
to 200,000 as of the present; also about 25 Chapters a year 
ago to 500 now, being first only in 'the big cities," - 
extending to small towns, and naming one in Montana, 
(Pronunciation of M, sounded like Mont-ayn-a, ay like in hay® ) 

News of demonstrations in U 0 S a A 0 - in her view - 
gave impetus for like' occurrences among the Buddhist Monks 
in Saigon and in other foreign countries; she named some in 
Europe® 
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She likened the Korean effort - to bring the 
troops home at the close of this conflict, and noted that 
100,000 troops demonstrated in three days, after they knew 
that their job had been done, Some of the troops booed their 
officers o EISENHOWER, in part, won his election on his 
platform of settling the conflict by negotiation. 

She also mentioned that some Congressmen spoke 
for peace, and that much could be done, by telling these and 
others that they would not get votes if they did not vote 
for ending the war. 

She resented that the present anti war enthusiasts 
were called. Beatniks, cowards and traitors, when in her 
mind they were acting according to their conscience. 

The "Prisoner of War" (P c '0oW„) situation in the 
Korean War got some lengthy treatment based on a book, 

"No Other War" (?) noting that 21 P.OoWo's did not want to 
return to U,S,A,j that none wanted or did escape to their 
own lines, that an estimated 1 of 3 prisoners did enter into 
some form of collaboration with the Communists? that no 
torture was proved, and no brainwashing? that one American 
Officer was heard in an enemy broadcast three days after 
capture. 



She read of a letter sent by a Vietnam War Gd, 
who shot at a woman who seized a machine gun when her husband 
was shot ? then he returned fire, killing her and shooting her 
baby - which made him sick. The letter was to his mother,, 
Other such letters sent home to relatives would aid their 
cause for stopping the war. 

In the main so far, students and intellectuals 
were the principal groups interested in anti-war. The workers 
and farmers so far did not respond, but they might as their 
sons would become involved in draft or as casualties. 

In closing, the speaker, JUDY WHITE- hoped for 
peace and the end of the war.

SPEAKERS COMMENTS (not in order of speaking) 

1. ISAAC DEUTSCHER: He addressed the audience as "Ladles, 

Gentlemen,, Comrades." He said he was 
speaking "as a Marxist." (Note: His views are those of a 

Trotskyist and his line was that of the SWP’s for the most part. 

In fact, GEORGE NOVACK later referred to DEUTSCHER’ s talk as pure 
distilled Trotskyism.") He stated as a "fact" that Russia 
and China have given no aid to North Viet Nam. DEUTSCHER also 
stated he believes that if the United States attacks China and 
the Soviet Union does not come to China's aid, the Russian masses 
will overthrow its bureaucratic leadership for not aiding China. 
With reference to Viet Nam, he said it was a "great spectacle, 
meaning in his opinion, that a tiny nation like Viet Nam was 
beating an empire like the United States. DEUTSCHER said he 
told his Communist and Socialist friends in Europe that 
"America speaks with two voices" re Viet Nam (one is the 1 voice 
of the protest movement; the other is that of the U. 8. 
Government). He told the audience to "see yourselves (in the 
anti-war movement) "in your" revolutionary "historical perspective 
He further urged the audience to keep up the protest and said 
that European countries support the U. S.. protest against the war 
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in Viet Nam. Via the use of innuendo, DEUTSCHER criticized 
both China and the Soviet Union for not coming to the aid of 
Viet Nam. DEUTSCHER was going to tell the audience the 
"weaknesses" of the anti-war movement, but there was not 
enough time. Therefore., he will speak again in New York. City 
on September 9 and will give the "weaknesses" of the anti-war 
movement. DEUTSCHER also mentioned that he has spoken at 
Italian Communist Party meetings . 

2. A. J. MUSTE: This is the most militant speech the writer 

has ever heard MUSTE give. He stated that 
perhaps a "turn" would take place in which the present 
administration would be overthrown via the anti-war movement. 

He also said re Viet Nam that "South Vietnamese will have to 
sit down and negotiate with South Vietnamese and then negotiate 
with the Viet Cong." MUSTE said the people of Saigon were not 
^.gainst the visit by himself and other pacifists . 

3. I. P. STONE: He stated that the United States will not leave 

Viet' Nam, although it knows it (United States) has lost, because 
of loss of "face." STONE alscr said that "regardless of the 
ideology -.whether Socialism, Communism or Capitalism - man 
will kill Jvi.s fellow man." STONE did not blame the United. 

States for the war in Viet Nam as all the other speakers did. 
(STONE also made pro-NLF comments). Rather, he blamed the. 

United States "military and intelligence" agencies for making 
"wrong" estimates about Viet Nam./ 

4. SANFORD GOTTLIEB: SDS: His speech was a straight Marxist 

“ line: "Just as the workers must 

control the means of production and the masses must have power 
and control the political structure, so too, the students must 
control their universities." (Note: GOTTLIEB is a student 

at CCNY and helped organize the sit-in there.) 

5. JOE KEARNS: Student Peace Union: He announced the death 

of ADDISON WILKINS, an SPU worker, found shot 
to death in Richmond, Virginia. He asked the audience to write 
to the Justice Department, saying WILKINS 1 civil rights were 
violated, so that there will be an investigation of his death. 
KEARNS read the last letter he had received from WILKINS, written 
just before his death. 
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6. DAVE DELLINGER: Liberation Magazine: He announced 

August 6-9 as the next Days of Protest 

and called for a "united front" in building these Days. He 
said to turn Hiroshima and Nagasaki Days into anti (Viet Nam) - 
war days. He also announced that there will be a. Planning 
Conference" early in June, made up of representatives from 
church groups, women's groups, etc., plus the Parade Committee, 
to make further plans for anti-war activities. DELLINGER also 
asked the audience to write in suggestions for activities ro 
the Parade Committee . 

7. NORMA BECKER: Coordinator of Parade Committee 

(with DELLINGER) 

She gave the "collection pitch" to raise money for the 
August 6-9 Days of Protest . 

8. OTTO NATHAN, Chairman: He introduced speakers . _ His 

comments were aimed at "United States 
imperialism" and against capitalism and he advocated U. S. 
withdrawal from Viet Nam, as did all the speakers. 

The SWP distributed 2,000 Militants 
outside the rally plus a leaflet re May 27 Memorial Meeting 
for LEO BERNARD. 



Telegrams were sent to the May 23rd rally 
by BERTRAND RUSSELL and by anti-war (Viet Nam) committees 
in Australia and New Zealand supporting the August 6-9 Days 
of Protest.

"Nothing could be more barbaric than the 
reactions in Washington to the possibility that •

in Hanoi. It will not add to our country’s reputa- 
tion when Senators as senior as Russell of Georgia 
threaten to "make a desert" of North Vietnam, and 
Senators as liberal as Aiken of . Vermont speak of 
its "complete -destruc tion. " A nation that napalms 
villages in the South on the mere suspicion that 
they may harbor rebels and bombs the North without 
a declaration of war is hardly a model of adherence 
to international law. Something of the terror that 
Washington officialdom feels for Lyndon Johnson is 
unwittingly reflected in the appeals pouring out 
of the capital to .Hanoi not to provoke him - we almost 
typed it Him - by trying the fliers."/

Where docs one begin to untangle the v/eb in which all 
‘Unkind is caught in the Middle Eastern crisis? From one 
of view this is another episode in a 3,000-year-old

licans. The Angel of Death is overdue. 

At Both Ends of the Red Sea 

There is layer upon layer of conflict. While Nasser has 
off Israel’s lifeline to the Red Sea, a covert duel is al- 
ready underway between Russia and America for control of 
the narrow straits through which the Red Sea itself pours 
L&tG -the Indian Ocean. The U.S. has been arming the Ethio- 
pians and the Russians the Somalis in the exploitation of 
another ancient feud for the African shore of these straits. 
The impending withdrawal of British power from Aden on 
the Asian shore has stimulated Russian aid to Nasser and 
Lb’S, aid to Saudi Arabia in the Yemenite civil war. Eadi 
superpower has its puppet in this proxy struggle while on the 
secondary level each Arab imperialism exploits the fratricidal 
passions of the Yemenis. China has declared her solidarity 
Kith the Arabs in what Peking 1 sees as a world struggle of 
Golored races against white imperialism, but on the other side 
of the Red Sea in the Sudan, a half million Negroes in the 
pagan and Christian South have been killed in a lO^ear “war 
rot national liberation" against the Arabs cf the Moslem

On The Spring Mobilization Meeting 

I spent a day, its final session, at the Spring Mobili- 
zation here last week-end, and I want to say a few 
plain words about it. The dominant feeling among 
many, young and old, was that they came (in contempo- 
rary lingo) to be switched on, but were only switched 
off. The New York and San Francisco parades brought 
out people who had never participated before. They 
marched to express their concern. They would have 
done <so even if the parade were led by Holy Rollers or 
Fresh Water Baptists. Because radical elements, to 
their credit, organized the parades when more moderate 
leaders hung back, some of the radical groups got de- 
lusions of grandeur. They thought they were leading 
a -mass movement for their own particular nostrum. 
And at the Washington conference they fought among 
themselves for control of this peace movement, in Lilli- 
putian all-night caucuses of far-out Leftists and far-out 
Black Nationalists who had trouble agreeing on any- 
thing. The outstanding deadlock was the failure to 
agree on any program of political action. The worst 
aspect was the contempt and hatred of white — their 
white allies, not their white enemies — expressed by 
many of the Black Nationalists. This is a fine way to 
kill the peace movement. This is how agents provoca- 
teur operate. 

The peace movement has to make up its mind. Does 
it want to persuade as large a section of the American 
people as possible, or to antagonize them? Martin 
Luther* King speaks in terms of black and white to- 
gether, and in terms of conscience and love of country. 
Those who want to use the peace movement to preach 
hate, race war and revolution ought to get out of the 
peace movement and back to their own little war move- 
ments. We are not going to sell peace by spreading 
hate and hysteria. Everybody is busy drawing parallels 
with German experience. But the most important one 
is passed over. Nazism came to power because the 
moderate Left and the extreme Left were so busy fight- 
ing each other, and so full of fratricidal hate, that the

The Cold War Interfered 

Unfortunately at that very time* the cold war began, and 
j/ith it a little arms race in the Middle East to match the 
bigger arms race in the world. In 1956, seeing ’a huge build- 
up of Soviet weapons in Egyptian hands for a war of revenge, 
Israel struck in the Sinai and destroyed or seized the arma- 
ment ready for its destruction while England and France at- 
tacked Egypt in an effort to recover the Suez Canal. Again 
the superpowers acted in tacit concert. Khrushchev and 
Eisenhower forced Anglo-French withdrawal from Egypt and 
Israeli from Sinai. But again an opportunity was wasted. 
la the 10 years since, instead of bringing about a final peace 
between Israel and its Arab neighbors, the superpowers sup- 
plied the arms for the new outbreak. A survey in the London 
Times May 19 showed that almost $3 billions in armament 
have been poured into this volatile area since the Second 
World War not only by Britain, America, Russia and France 
hut also from Canada, Italy, Holland, Formosa and elsewhere. 

The Times questioned the ethics and wisdom of this huge 
arms trade. The whole world may suffer from the tinder 
it supplied. 

The Arab-Israeli conflict is too profoundly human to be 
:5usceptible to easy solution. But then so is that over Kashmir 
and so was the Greco-Turkish, but populations far larger than 
iihose displaced in the Palestine war have been resettled in 
ihe^past and peace made. .But it has to be imposed from 
■cutside. The Arab refugee looks in bitterness across the bor- 
der and sees lands he lost. The Israeli feels besieged and 
s£cs home and children menaced by a recrudescence of terror- 
ism. Reprisal has proven a poor long-range remedy. It 
was the fear of an Israeli reprisal action against Syria, with 
the blow that might have struck Nasser’s prestige in the Arab

Hitlerites were able to take over even though, they did 
not have a majority. .To drive away the middle class 
moderates or to immobilize them, and then to provoke 
the country with extremist hot air and riot, is the best 
way to brir# a Fascist-style repression. We don't 
blame the SCicos of anger and anguish rising from the 
ghetto, but these are not the best guides to sober politi- 
cal action. Hew are we going to have peace: in the 
world, when a budding little peace mobilization can't 
even make peace among its own rival splinter factions, 
when discussions turn into a kind of vicarious war, 
satisfying the aggressive impulses and mutual animosi- 
ties of the participants? 

Yet I could not help thinking, as I listened to this 
unrepresentative bedlam, that if the American people 
knew what a nuclear war would do to them, if they had 
any real conception of the suffering, chaos, panic and 
madness it would unleash, they and their children would 
be demonstrating by the millions, not leaving the task 
to this few who — despite all their shortcomings and 
contradictions — are still the prescient, the handful who 
‘ sense what's coming, and try in time to raise the alarm. 

In this they deserve applause. But that's no reason 
not to try to make them and the peace movement act 
more sensibly.

Dr. Otto rJathan Says We Did the Peace Movement A Great Disservice 



“Dear Editor: Your report about the recent Washington 
conference of the Spring Mobilization Committee gives a re- 
grettably inaccurate account You call the postponement of a 
■decision on political action the outstanding deadlock of the 
conference, obviously implying that various other deadlocks 
occurred. Since you did not mention at all the many positive 
decisions for future activities, you are giving the impression 
that the Conference was completely fruitless. Yet the Confer- 
ence established a record none of us needs to be ashamed of: 

It decided to organize a new mass demonstration in Washing- 
ton in October and to coordinate local activities throughout 
the county on July 4, August 6 and Labor* Day week-end; it 
moved into new ground by its decisions on draft resistance 
and non-violence, and reorganized and improved its own ad- _ _ 
ministrative and decision-tnaking structure. The decisions on 
draft-resistance and non-violence are a significant departure 
with great potentialities. 

Black Racists An Insignificant Handful 

"It is true that no decision was made on political action, 
which chiefly means action with regard to the 1968 presiden- 
tial election* and which, in my view — not shared by many — 
was the least urgent business of the Conference. The perti- 
nent proposals were tabled but merely because adjournment 
had become unavoidable and no time was left. All these 
decisions were made after long, partly heated, but always or- 
derly discussion in which every conceivable position was ex- 
pressed. You were completely misinformed by being advised 
* of a 'dominant feeling* of futility, of Lilliputian all-night cau- 
cuses of far-out leftists and far-out Black Nationalists, and of 
a fight for control of the peace movement. Anyone who 
knows this peace movement knows that no one single* group, 
nor several single groups together, can possibly 'control* it. 

I deplore, as you do, the hatred of all that is white which was 
expressed by a few Negroes. But you exaggerate , their sig- 
nificance tremendously by suggesting that this is possibly a 
way to kill the peace movement. These were a handful among 
700 delegates. . „ .

The ’’Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications, ” 
revised and published as of December 1, 1961, prepared and released 
by the Committee on Un-American Activities, United States House of 
Representatives, Washington, D,C o; , contains the following concerning 
the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee s 

’’Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

”1. ’The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee is an 
organization with headquarters in New York, whose 
avowed purpose is to abolish the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and discredit the FBI* ***'* 

The Committee finds that the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, established in 1951, although representing 
itself as a hon-Communist group, actually operates as 
a front for the Communist Party, It has repeatedly 
assisted, 1 by means of funds and legal aid, Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and similar legal . 
proceedings , One of its chief activities has been and 
still is the dissemination of voluminous Cojnmunist 
propaganda material* 9 

9 Frank Wilkinson was called as a witness when he appeared 
in Atlanta as a representative of the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee to propagandize against the Committee 
on Un-American Activities and to protest its hearings. 

In 1956, Wilkinson was identified as a Communist Party 
member by a former FBI undercover agent within the party. 
Summoned at that time to answer the allegation, his reply 
to all questions was, ”1 am answering no questions of this 
committee,” This aiso became his stock reply to questions 
when he appeared during the Atlanta hearings, * 

Wilkinson has since been convicted of contempt of Congress 
and sentenced to one year in jail, 5

WASHINGTON AREA COMMITTEE FOR THE ABOLITION OF

A source advised during June-August, 1961, that the 
Washington Area Committee for the Abolition of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee (WACAHUAC) was founded at a 
public meeting in Washington, D„ C„, on June 8, 1961, to 
campaign for the abolition of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HCUA) . Selma' Rein was elected Secretary of the 
WACAHUAC on June 23, 1961, and the organizations’s policy 
statement, as rewritten by Joseph Forer, was accepted by the 
WACAHUAC Executive Board in August, 1961. 

A source advised on June 28, 1963, that Selma Rein 
had resigned as WACAHUAC Secretary and that her replacement 
would be assisted by Selma Samols. However, source, on May 3, 
1967, advised the position of Secretary is currently vacant. 

At various times during 1966-1967, the source and a second 
source provided information showing most of the WACAHUAC 
Executive Board meetings have been held at the home of Ethel 
Weisser and that Weisser and Samols, along with Ralph Russell, 
the current Treasurer, actively participate in the affairs of 
the WACAHUAC. 

The first and second source, on May 3, 1967, advised 
•die WACAHUAC is affiliated with the National Committee to 
Abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee (NCAHUAC) . 

A third source had identified Selma Rein, Selma 
Samols and Ethel Weisser as Communist Party (CP) members 
during the period 1953-1954. The source, in 1953, advised 
that Ralph Russell was considered by an individual of impor- 
tance within the CP in the District of Columbia as being a 
‘Very good person . ” 

Joseph Forer is one of the attorneys who has rep- 
resented the CP, USA before the United States Court of Appeals 
and the United States Supreme Court. In September, 1959, a 
fourth source advised that a member of the National Committee 
of the CP, USA had recently referred to Forer as "one of the 
most important communists in Washington, D„ C 6

I. F. Stone’s talk on the Vietnam conflict was already in 
progress when, this observer arrived. If there was something said 
about the Draft other xhan a Protest March on the Agenda, it must 
have been concluded by 8:30, because at that time, I. F. Stone was 
concerned with the stupidity of Gen. Westmoreland’s Vietnam Policy 
of attempting to win the war by killing more of the enemy than the 
enemy kills, of our men. Mr. Stone went on to say; that before start- . 
ing the Vietnam conflict, not once has, the Administration consulted 
other Nations on their opinion of the U. S. going into Asia. Had that 
been done, the reply would have been No2 

This question was asked of Stone: "Mr, Stone, what’s your opinion of 
Johnson- nomination?’' Stone’s reply: M I hope that does not occur, be- 
cause Johnson is fraudulent by direction of the ’money’ people* who 
are financing the war with aims of taking over the Black Peoples of 
the world 2”

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A group of Pederal workers against the war in 
Vietnam held a meeting at Lincoln 'Temple, 1707 
R. st. M, Washington DC, at SPM, March 24, 

1968. I. ff. Stone was guest speaker. 

About 175 persons attended the meeting, most 
of them white, young couples. 

Stone spoke for about an ho\ir, including a question 
answer- period . Most of Stone’s presentation was in 
generalities opposing the U.S. participation 
in the war in Vietnam. Stone said that ’ HUAC is^ 
the most unAmsrican institution in the country, 
which drew mild applause from the audience. Ke 
also said that "we must get away from the idea 
of Pax- Americana and world policeman and le.ave 
solutions to United Nations." Again the audience 
responded with applause. In answering a question, 

Stone said that "we must support any candidate who 
■offers a change from Johnson;" again appluas.e . 

After Stone finished speaking, one of the organizers 
of the sponsoring group gave an introduction to 
the group by saying that there were four organizers 
(the only, names mentioned were: Bill Cushington, and 
Chuck Moran - phonetic spellings); that the group 
was non-partisan and' was not supporting any 
particular candidate for president, but was simply ■ 
a group of people against the .war in Vietnam. Tne 
unidentified spokesman also said that a collection was 
being taken to help pay for a full page ad in the 
newspapers on April first with the names of JTederal 
employees who have signed a statement opposing the' war. 



The meeting adjourned about 10PM.

Its headquarters are 
maintained at 326 West Third Street, Los Angeles, California.
